DIS. NO. 1. 


The teacher for the summer term was Miss Mira W. Morgan, 
and being of a temperament so well adapted to the school-room, 
she sueceeded in winning the love of her pupils, and interesting 
them in their studies, and excellent improvement was the result: 


The second term, in care of Mr. Walter J. Davis. This for a 
winter school, is composed principally of small scholars easily gov- 
erned and therefore were very quiet and orderly.. While those clas- 
ses in the primary studies had made a most excellent improvement, 
those more advanced seemed not to manifest at the examination so 
telling a progress. The attendance of the parents and citizens of the 
district, at the closing exercises of both terms, was praiseworthy. , 


DIS. NO. 2. 


The teacher for the first or summer term was Miss Emma L. 
Collins,-and for the second term Miss Mira W. Morgan. Both have 
had considerable experience in teaching and being alive to their 
work and apt in their business, succeeded in having two profitable 
terms of school. The improvement in penmanship in the second 
term was excellent. 


The winter term was in care of Mr. James H. Johnson a person 
well qualified by education and agreeable manners to instruct in our — 
district schools. Although this was his first effort made in teaching, 
he seemed to possess very clear ideas of the nature of a teacher's — 
duties, aud performed them in a very acceptable manner. 

The closing exercises of this term, as of the others, were well at- 
tended by parents and citizens, and proved interesting.

4 The first term was in care tot Miss Margaret A. Clough of War- 
ner, who brought to this school, the experience of several previous 
terms in this district, and under these conditions the school. could 
not well fail of success.

We are not liable to -fully= 
estimate the importance of our common schools, upon which the 
prosperity, happiness and general inteligence of the people depend, 
and in which is the only sure foundation for a permanent govern- 
ment of liberty. They are to cultivate the habits of -correct- think 
ing and reasoning, to so develop the human mind that it may be 
able to grasp the many and various difficult subjects that we may 
meet with, and comprehend them to completeness.
